Survey of New 
Classrooms

New classrooms, gymnasium, and irls’ 
lounge are included in the junior college 
improvement unit 2, for which _ construc- 
tion bids are now being accepted. Some- 
time next semester this new two-story 
wing will be ready for daily classes. 

Let us look for awhile into the future. 

Here we are buying peanuts at the new, 
larger, student store. It is on the other 
side of the main corridor, cat-a-corner 
from where the old store used to be. The 
new corridor extends west from here. 
looks inviting. Let's explore it. 

Doors to our left lead into the old gym 
which is still being used for some P. E. 
classes. On our right is the hygiene and 

hysical education classroom. It is 49x23 
eet square, furnished with seats and 
blackboards. 

Farther down the hall we come to a 
little side corridor which divides the_hy- 
giene room from that of the. band. They 
say this band room is really something. 
Let’s go in and look around. 

Say, the music in.here ought to sound 
sweet. Here are four little individual prac- 
tice rooms and over there is Mr. McCann's 
office, R 

Let’s go back into the hall. Here are 
the steps to the second floor. Wonder 
what's up there. 

Whew! This must be the sun deck. Hot 


enough, isn’t it? It’s big enough, too — 
about 45x12 feet I'd say... This lounge 
room is really ideal. All this comfort- 
able, modernistic furniture makes me feel 
sleepy right now. I'll bet there will be 
some hot old bull sessions when the 
women gather up here. There are some 
more rooms on this floor; want to see 
them? 

This is the. new 24x42 choral room.

The set-up will 
actually mark Japan’s next step 
toward strict dictatorship. 


The British government is 
quietly investigating exploitation 
possibilities (for wartime) of oil 
deposits in the Turner Valley of 
Alberta and other Canadian dis- 
tricts. One cause of itehall’s 
sudden interest is the recent of- 
fer by a Nazi-subsidized company 
to invest in a pipeline develop- 
ment in the same region. If the 
current inquiry brings hoped-for 
results, the outcome will be a 
Dominion deal for British capi- 
tal to back large-scale production 
activities. : 


Little notice has attended the 
quiet but important negotiations 
between the U. S. Treasury and 
the special: Chinese mission sent 
here. Not interested solely in 
renewing the silver-purchasing 
agreement, the mission is seek- 
ing (1) to establish large credits, 
perhaps through the Export-Im- 
port Bank, for buying American 
cotton, wheat, and other farm 
products, and (2) to arrange for 
the Treasury to buy enough 
Chinese silver to liquidate the 
credits. The administration, 
eager to get rid of surplus cotton 
and wheat and desirous of aiding 
China against Japan, is disposed 
to work out some such agree- 
ment.

The Panthers fought valiantly, 
but lack of reserves gave Santa 
Rosa the advantage. They. capi- 
talized on three breaks during 
the game. 

In the first half of the game 
the Panthers were by far the 
better team, stretching out in 
front by a score of 7 to 6. In the 
first quarter Salinas held the 
ball practically all the time. Few 
times did the Cubs get hold of it. 

From. the opening kickoff, in 
which Captain Sid Carter took 
the ball on his own 10-yard stripe 
and ran all the way to the Santa 
Rosa 41, the game was well 
fought by both teams.

Band Performs 

During the half the Santa Rosa 
band gave the assembled masses 
of people one of the most color- 
ful Armistice day programs ever 
to be seen on Santa Rosa’s Baily 
Field. _The band, during the 
half, marched down to the south- 
ern end of the playing field and 
spelled out “Vets” and then lit 
roman candles to the letters. The 
playing lights were then turned 
out on the fiéld and the letters 
“VETS” really did show up in 
the moonlight. Then the band 
marched down the field and 
stood at attention and played 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Thus ended the 1938 Armistice 
Day program and also the North- 
ern Junior College — football 
championship.
